Shiite says Israel slowing hostage swap 


RASHAYA, Lebanon — Israel is hindering a proposed hostage-for-pris- 
oner swap by refusing to free more Arab detainees, a Shiite Muslim leader 
with close ties to the kidnappers said Sunday. 

Sheik Subhi Tufaili, a leader of the pro-Iranian group Hezbollah, said Israel 


‘didn’t want to “liberate any of our imprisoned mujahedeen (holy warriors).” 


Hezbollah, or Party of God, is believed to be the umbrella for Shiite hostage- 
holding factions. 

Despite reports last week that a hostage release was imminent, progress 
toward a comprehensive swap have apparently slowed. The proposed ex- 
change involves the 11 missing Westerners, five missing Israeli servicemen 
and more than 300 Arab prisoners held by Israel, including Hezbollah cleric 
Sheik Abdul-Karim Obeid. 

Earlier this month, Israel released 51 Lebanese prisoners and the bodies of 
nine Muslim guerrillas in exchange for the remains of an Israeli soldier killed in 
Lebanon and confirmation that another missing soldier was dead. 

The Revolutionary Justice Organization, one of the groups holding the 


-hostages in Lebanon, said it wouldn’t release any captives until Israel releases 


20 more prisoners. 

But Israel seeks further information on the missing servicemen — or proof 
of their death — before freeing more Arab prisoners. _ 

“The enemy is seeking to paralyze the process of a swap deal,” Tufaili said. 


‘Fifth man’ in Soviet spy ring unveiled 


LONDON — The identity of the “fifth man” in Moscow’s notorious British 


‘spy ring has been unveiled by the man himself — John Cairncross, a former 
British intelligence agent.

Instead of telling mountain bikers where they can’t 
ride their bikes, the Heber Ranger Service, in conjunc- 
tion with Strawberry Reservoir, tells them where they 
can by providing mountain biking enthusiasts the oppor- 
tunity to compete in a race on government-owned 
Strawberry Mountain. 


“Our primary involvement in the race is to assist in the 
background and make sure that everything is done 
safely,” said Timothy F.Clark, an employee of the Heber 
Ranger Service. 

The race also doesn’t harm the environment. “There is 
no real impact on the soil,” Clark said. “The tracks all 
disappear after the race.” 

The fact that the race is run on Forest Service land and 
is open to all bikers creates a sense of cooperation be- 
tween bikers and Forest Service employees, two groups 
that otherwise might have conflicting interests. 


Strawberry welcomesall 


Mountain bikers of all ages and skill levels can enter 
the race, held annually in the first week of June. 

Susie Phillips, assistant of operations at Strawberry 
Bay Marina, said the marina hosts the race each year. 

Separate races are tailored to meet the abilities of all 
participants, she said. 

“Since its beginning in the summer of 1986, the num- 
ber of participants has almost doubled every year,” 
Clark said. “This past year, we had almost 250 partici- 
pants.” ; 

“The trails are pretty much all dirt, but the roadways 
are gravel,” said Craig Phillips, an employee of Straw- 
berry Bay Marina. 

In addition to the annual race, trails are open all 
season long for cyclists to enjoy. “We don’t really adver- 
tise, but we welcome all who want to come,” Craig 
Phillips said. 

As part of hosting the race in the past, the marina has 
provided shuttle service for competitors. This year the 
ae also provided lunch for the racers, Susie Phillips 
said. 

“The majority of the racers have been of college age,” 
she said. 

The race .was originally sanctioned by Murray 
Decker, of Heber, who is also the owner of The Bike 
Shop in Heber. The Bike Shop has been the race’s pri- 
mary sponsor since its beginning, but there is some 
question as to who will sponsor the June 1992 race.

Cairncross worked for the government for 16 years, including a position in 
* MI6, the spy agency responsible for gathering foreign intelligence.

WASHINGTON — Senate Intelligence Committee chairman David Boren 
said Sunday that Robert Gates has given satisfactory explanations about his 
role in the Iran-Contra scandal. 
It’s “a little early to tell” whether Gates will be confirmed as CIA director, 
but he has “made a very positive impression,” Boren said on NBC’s “Meet the 
~ Press.” 
* Gates said he learned some important lessons from the scandal about being 
more candid with Congress and about digging more deeply into suspicious 
~ information that might come his way, Boren said. 
Boren said he wants to see Gates’ confirmation hearings “focus on the 
» future.” 
“T have my doubts about some of his past conduct,” said Rep. Lee Hamilton, 
= appearing on the same program. 
“I don’t think there’s any doubt at all that he looked the other way when 
* hints of Iran-Contra came up, but so did every other top official in the Reagan 
administration,” said Hamilton. “We were not as skeptical as we should have 
* been, looking back on it.”

* Scoweroft, were still at work Sunday on the address he will deliver to the 
world’s top diplomats in New York on Monday. 

At the top of his list will be clearing the last obstacles to a long-awaited 

* Middle-East peace conference that Bush hopes will be held as early as next

The United States has long opposed the 1975 resolution that labeled Zion} end 

“9 form of racism and racial digcrimination” and branded it “a threat to world 

“ peace and security.” Bush is choosing to do so now at a time when U.S.-Israeli 

“ relations have been strained by his insistence that Congress delay consider- 

* ation of $10 billion in housing loan guarantees until after the start of the peace 
conference. Vice: President Dan Quayle promised the Bush administration 
would press for the resolution’s repeal last year. 

An administration official denied there was a link between the loan issue and 
Bush’s decision to press now for repeal of the Zionism resolution. 

“It’s not a payback,” said the official, who asked to remain anonymous. 

“It’s part of a strategic move for preparing the ground for a serious Middle 
East peace negotiation.”

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Institute hopes 
to aid third 
worldfarms

A program designed by the 
Ezra Taft Benson Institute for 
Food Science and Nutrition to 
reduce the problems of malnu- 
trition and world hunger _re- 
cently entered its third and final 
stage. 

The Benson Institute began 
in 1975 when Dallin Oaks, then 
president of BYU, announced 
that “The Institute will seek to 
raise the quality of life through 
improved nutrition and enlight- 
ened agricultural practices.” 

More than a decade later, a 
program with this purpose is be- 
ing implemented worldwide 


through Third World educa- 


tional systems. 

According to the institute, 
the program is targeted at more 
than one billion small farmers 
worldwide. 

It is designed to reduce the 
number of deaths resulting from 


starvation and malnutrition, a 


number currently estimated to 
be between 13 and 15 million 
each year. 

The basic premise of the pro- 
gram is that a family of seven 
can provide a balanced diet for 
its members with the crops 
raised on 2 1/2 acres of land. 


The plan for the program also : 


shows that the same family can 
significantly increase its income 
by selling the excess raised on 
the land. 

Four years were devoted to 
research and development of 
the program at BYU. 

The program was then tested 
in Latin America to verify its 
effectiveness. 

During six years of testing in 
Ecuador and Guatemala, pro- 
gram directors observed that 
families more than tripled their 
average yield. Increases in 
other areas were also recorded, 
as farmers saw a 522 percent 
increase in corn and a 825 per- 
cent increase in edible beans. 

Institute directors say in- 
creased yields alone are not 
enough, however. 

According to .information 
published by the Benson Insti- 
tute, “Half of all children in

The survivors often experi- 
ence stunted growth and irregu- 
lar mental development.” 

Better nutrition for the 
world’s people remains a pri- 
mary focus of the Benson Insti- 
tute. 

As the program passes from 
verification testing in Latin 
America to worldwide imple- 
mentation, directors have said, 
“The rate of dissemination is 
slow because of the number of 
trainers needed as well as the 
logistical, geographical, and cul- 
tural barriers we experience.”

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Bulimia: 
serious 
disease

Bulimia nervosa is a problem in 
colleges and universities nationwide. 
BYU is not an exception. In the fe- 
male college-age population, 20 per- 
cent are bulimic, said a former coun- 
selor at counseling and development, 
Dr. Eugene Bucknerr. 

A former BYU student who wishes 
not to disclose her name, lived in stu- 
dent dorms her freshman year. Her 
roommate was bulimic. 

“She always. tried to hide the fact 
that she was bulimic. She never 
binged in public. One night in our 
room I remember watching her eat 
two medium pizzas, a 32 oz. drink, 
and almost a half-gallonofice cream. 

“Then she went into the bathroom 
and threw it up. 

“When we finally started talking 
about it, and she would admit the 
problem, she would cry because she 
wanted to stop but didn’t feel she 
could. 

“There was a whole group of girls 
on our floor with bulimia. Out of 44 
girls, we counted 15 that we knew 
were bulimic,” the student said. 

“The symptoms of bulimia are reoc- 
curant binging, feeling a lack of con- 
trol over eating, self-induced vomit- 
ing, use of laxatives after binging, 
vigorous exercise for an over-ex- 
tended period of time, intense fear of 
gaining weight and obsession with 
one’s body shape and weight. A per- 
son can be diagnosed bulimic if they 
engage in two binge eating episodes 
per week for at least 3 months. 90 
percent of people with the disease are 
women,” Bucknerr said. 

Doctors are not able to pinpoint one 
certain cause of bulimia, but they 
agree that causes may include prob- 
lems with self-image and self-esteem, 
socialization, depression, difficulties 
in the home and media emphasis on 
being thin. 

“Many people learn this dangerous 
way of becoming thin from their 
friends or roommates. 

“They have a high need to be ac- 
cepted, and in their minds, part of 
being accepted is being thin. 

“One student I talked to, learned it 
from her roommate, who learned it 
from her mother, who had learned it 
from someone during her freshman 
year here at BYU,” Bucknerr said. 
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The myth associated with bulimia is 
that of being careful. Some girls be- 
lieve they can try it for a while and 
stop when they want to. But it can be 
addictive. 

“I treated one 50-year-old woman 
who threw up 20 times a day. Another 
patient I treated threw up 30 to 34 
times a day. Many women with a 
problem this severe die of heart fail- 
ure. 

“The hospital often receives cases 
as serious as vomiting 10 to 15 times a 


‘day. Such cases create a high possibil- 


ity of death due to physical imbal- 
ance,” Bucknerr said. 

Some doctors believe family prob- 
lems can cause bulimia. 

“Bulimia can be a product of a dys- 
functional family, where roles of par- 
ents and children are not defined. In 
many cases, the daughter takes on a 
wife role where she takes care 6fichil- 
dren, meals, laundry and so on. 
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“As a result, the daughter is con- 
fused and doesn’t know where she fits 
in. This can lead her in teen-age years 
to become bulimic as a way of dealing 
with her confusion and depression. 

“A concept I’ve been working on 


deals with depression and its possible 
link with bulimia. One symptom of 
depression is eating a lot, then weight 
is gained and the person becomes ter- 
rified of getting fat. So she throws up, 
then gets depressed and the cycle 
continues. 

“It’s a vicious cycle. If in a certain 
situation, depression seems to be the 
main cause, there is medication avail- 
able to treat it.” Bucknerr said. 

Bucknerr and his associate, Dr. 
Dellamae Rasmussen conducted a 
study in 1986 on bulimia. They found 
that*girls with bulimia spend from 60 
to 90 percent of their waking hours 
thinking about food: Those who wére

The owner of a Provo travel agency was ordered 
Friday to face trial on charges he bilked up to 90 
customers, including BYU staff and students, out 


of more than $100,000. 


Don Thorup, 54, of Provo, was bound over to 
Provo’s 4th District Court after 4th Circuit Court 
Judge Robert’ Owens found enough evidence 
against Thorup. had been presented on 82 of 83 
felony counts in a week-long preliminary hearing. 

An 84th count had been dropped by the prosecu- 
tion last Monday when a:witness refused to testify. 

Thorup, owner: of Kimo’s Tours, 
raigned Friday, Oct. 4 at 9 a.m. before 4th District

Judge Owens, a retired judge from St. George, 
asked to preside because of Provo’s busy court 
dockets.

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Soilerosionaconcern SOtl crust destroyed by biker 
for bikers, ecologists

The increasing number of moun- 
tain bike trail users has caused con- 
cern about the damage biking is do- 
ing to high country topsoil. 


To help control the destruction of 
topsoil, mountain cyclists are en- 
couraged to stay on designated 
trails, avoid riding on muddy trails 
or soil and walk down surfaces they 
would need to skid tires on, said Ron 
Lindley of the Utah Mountain Bik- 
ing Association. 

Topsoil is the layer of soil that 
supports life. It takes hundreds to 
thousands of years to form and when 
it’s destroyed, it can’t be replaced 
during our lifetimes, said Sheldon 
Nelson, professor of agronomy and 
horticulture. 

“Envision topsoil as an almost liv- 
ing world that supports myriad 
plant and animal life,” Nelson said. 

Nelson said topsoil is the soil lo- 
cated on the surface and can be a few 
centimeters to a few inches deep. 
The topsoil layer is where plant 
roots are located and biological life is 
active. Topsoil is also rich in organic 
matter. 


It only takes a small disturbance 
of the soil to cause erosion. Cyclists 
should be aware of this when riding 
on fragile landscapes, Nelson said. 

“Much of the topsoil in the forest 
has been compacted because of 
drought and fires. The forest service 
has reseeded the area,”said Loyal 
Clark, public information officer for 
the Uinta National Forest. When 
cyclists leave the trails, Clark said, 
tires turn up seeds and rip up 
saplings. 

When cyclists start making their 
own trails up and down hills, they 
provide a channel for run off water 
and erosion of the topsoil is acceler- 
ated, said Richard Terry, chair of 
the agronomy and horticulture de- 
partment. 

Terry said other topsoil layers be- 
come compacted as a result of con- 
centrated traffic. Water is also un- 
able to seep into the soil. 

He said the result is that water 
runs off the surface and carries soil 
with it. 

Clark said the only trails in the 
Uinta forest closed to mountain 
bikes are Mount Timpanogos, Lone 
Peak and Mount Nebo. 

She said these trails are desig- 
nated wilderness areas and are 
closed to all motorized and mechani- 
cal vehicles. 

Clark said the area of biggest con- 
cern to the forest service is a short 
section located between Slate 
Canyon and Grove Creek. 

She said cyclists are leaving the 
road and riding through the area.

Former Georgian Prime Minister 
Tengiz Sequa, now the leading-figure 
in ‘the anti-government movement, 
entered the radio and TV center with 
about 200 protesters, said govern- 
ment spokeswoman Khatia Jin- 
jikhadze.

Off-road biking can kill cryp- 
togramic soil; who cares? And why? _ 


Cryptogramic soil crust, also called 
microbiotic crust, is composed of tiny 
micro-organism communities that 
knit and hold soil particles together. 

The two organisms found in cryp- 
togramic soil are algae and fungi, said 
Larry Thomas, chief of resource man- 
agement in Moab. “With just the act 
of riding bikes or driving motor vehi- 


cles across the soil, you lose the very . 


elements holding the soil together.” 
Soil is destroyed as mountain bik- 
ers ride over it, said Richard Terry, 
chair of the agronomy and horticul- 
ture department. The destroyed soil 
takes decades to regenerate. “It is a 
major problem in Moab. Crytogramic 
soil occurs mostly on flatter surfaces 
and not on steep hills or rocky sur- 
faces, he said. “A lot of the time, bik- 
ers don’t see it because they don’t 
know how to recognize it.” 
Essentially, when mountain bikers 
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‘ride on cryptogramic soil, they are 
tearing apart microbiotic filaments.” 

“In the western U.S., we have a 
substantial amount of soil which is 
stabilized by cryptogramic crust,” 
said Larry St. Clair, associate profes- 
sor of botany. 

“Statistics show the crust stabilizes 
between 45 and 100 percent of sur- 
faces in most areas, and almost 100 
percent in Moab,” he said. When 
cryptogramic soil is disrupted and 
broken up, it causes: severe erosion. 
Both wind and water contribute to 
further erosion. 

St. Clair said this erosion conse- 
quently disrupts the whole commu- 
nity. “After all the soil is destroyed, 
next comes the vascular plants. After 
the vascular plants, then comes the 
animal life. Pretty soon, the whole 
community is affected.” 


And yet, y' Clair said, there is a 
“higher consideration.” It deals with 


‘the moral question of whether we, as 


a species, have the right to kill an- 
other species for entertainment. 

“There is no value, but to get a good 
kick out of it. This is a high moral 
question and absolutely essential to 
think about,” St. Clair said. 

Noelle Remington, 22, a senior ma- 
joring in business management, is an 
avid mountain bike racer. “My hus- 
band (who also races) and I were rid- 
ing in Moab when a ranger stopped 
us. He told us not to ride our bikes in 
certain places because we could kill 
organisms that take years to grow 
back. It seemed kind of weird, when 
everything looks so desolate out 
there.” 

Thomas said it is definitely a prob- 
lem. “In the parks (Arches and
